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CATTLE  NUMBERS  ROSE  SLIGHTLY  IN  1975; 
SWINE  NUMBERS  DOWN,  SHEEP  TOTAL  UPco^ 


Cattle,  sheep,  and  goat  numbers  in  major  select- 
ed countries  increased  slightly  in  1975,  and  further 
gains  are  expected  in  1976.  Swine  numbers,  which  de- 
clined in  1975,  are  expected  to  increase  this  year. 

Cattle 

Cattle  numbers  in  selected  major  countries  in- 
creased less  than  1  percent  during  1975  to  734.6  mil- 
lion head.  Since  1972,  cattle  numbers  in  these  coun- 
tries had  been  increasing  by  more  than  3  percent  per 
year.  However,  in  1975  a  sharp  decline  in  the  rate  of 
increase  occurred  because  of  the  depressed  price 
situation  and  the  resultant  herd  liquidation. 

In  the  United  States  and  Canada,  cattle  num- 
bers fell  3  percent  and  2.2  percent  respectively,  as 
producers  increased  slaughter  of  both  cows  and  calves 
because  higher  feed  costs  reduced  profits  on  feeding 
cattle  for  slaughter. 

Cattle  numbers  in  European  Community  (EC) 
countries  were  down  1.6  percent,  but  most  of  the 
decline  was  due  to  heavy  slaughter  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  Ireland.  The  other  EC  countries  showed 
little  change  in  numbers. 

In  the  USSR,  despite  poor  crop  production, 
cattle  numbers  were  up  1 .7  percent  to  1 1 1  million 
head.  In  Eastern  Europe,  they  declined  slightly. 

In  the  major  beef  exporting  countries,  cattle 
numbers  continued  to  increase-except  in  New 
Zealand,  where  sheep  raising  is  becoming  more  profit- 
able and  depressed  world  dairy  markets  have  had  a 
negative  effect  on  producer  plans. 


The  world  market  for  beef  in  1976  is  expected 
to  remain  at  or  near  1975  levels.  Slaughter  has  con- 
tinued at  a  high  rate  in  North  America.  In  the  EC, 
slaughter  has  been  below  1975  levels  because  high 
market  prices  have  encouraged  producers  to  increase 
herd  numbers.  In  the  USSR,  herd  growth  is  expected 
to  be  maintained  during  1976.  The  Japanese  Govern- 
ment wants  to  encourage  beef  production,  and  high 
market  prices  for  cattle  have  encouraged  farmers  to 
hold  more  dairy  steers  for  beef  production. 

In  the  major  beef  exporting  countries  of  Argen- 
tina, Uruguay,  Australia,  and  Central  America,  cattle 
numbers  are  expected  to  continue  their  upward 
trend.  Improvement  in  world  beef  trade  is  expected 
in  1976,  but  it  probably  will  not  be  at  the  level  of 
1972/1973. 

Swine 

Hog  numbers  in  selected  major  countries  fell 
5.2  percent  during  1975  to  371.5  million  head  as  of 
early  1976.  The  sharp  decline  was  caused  by  large  re- 
duction in  the  United  States  and  the  USSR.  In  the 
United  States,  hog  numbers  were  down  20  percent  to 
49.6  million  head,  the  lowest  level  since  1970.  In  the 
USSR,  hog  numbers  fell  20  percent  to  57.8  million 
head,  the  largest  decline  since  1963,  when  numbers 
were  down  40  percent.  If  the  United  States  and  the 
USSR  are  excluded  from  the  total,  there  was  only  a 
0.3  percent  decline  in  hog  numbers  during  1975  in 
the  remaining   countries   covered  by  this  report. 

In  the  EC  countries,  government  programs  en- 
courage pork  production  by  keeping  beef  prices  high 
and  by  controlling  meat  imports.  Thus,  the  EC  ex- 


perienced  only  a  1 .4  percent  decline  in  hog  numbers, 
despite  higher  feed  prices  than  in  1 974. 

In  1976,  major  country  hog  numbers  are  ex- 
pected to  increase  as  producers  expand  operations  be- 
cause of  lower  feed  costs  and  continued  favorable 
product  prices. 

Sheep 

Sheep  numbers  in  major  selected  countries  in- 
creased slightly  during  1975  to  697.7  million  head. 
U.S.  numbers  continued  to  decline,  falling  8  percent 
to  13.3  million  head  because  of  predator  and  labor 
problems  that  face  the  industry. 

In  the  EC,  numbers  were  down  1.4  percent  be- 
cause of  a  3.4  percent  fall  in  U.K.  numbers  and  an  8 
percent  drop  in  Irish  numbers.  Western  Europe  an 
sheep  numbers  on  the  whole,  however,  were  up  be- 
cause high  meat  prices  have  encouraged  producers  to 
maintain  or  increase  breeding  herds. 

Numbers  in  the  other  major  sheep  raising  coun- 
tries were  off  only  in  the  USSR  (down  3  percent)  and 


Argentina  (down  1.4  percent).  Iran  increased  num- 
bers 4  percent  to  38  million  head.  Iran's  sheep  num- 
bers have  increased  since  1972-despite  increased 
slaughter-because  of  increased  live  slaughter  sheep 
imports  from  Australia.  Turkey's  sheep  numbers  were 
up  slightly  to  40  million  head. 

In  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  sheep  numbers 
continued  to  increase  after  falling  sharply  in  1973. 
The  unfavorable  market  for  beef,  increased  demand 
for  lamb,  slaughter  sheep  exports  to  the  Middle  East, 
and  price  support  programs  for  wool  have  encouraged 
continued  rebuilding  of  Australian  and  New  Zealand 
sheep  herds. 

Goats  and  Horses 

Goat  numbers  in  major  selected  countries  in- 
creased slightly  to  94.3  million  head  during  1975. 
Goat  numbers  have  stabilized  in  most  of  the  more  de- 
veloped countries  because  the  demand  for  goat  pro- 
ducts is  limited.  Goat  numbers  in  developing  coun- 
tries such  as  Greece,  Argentina,  Brazil,  and  Mexico 
are  increasing.  Horse  numbers  in  major  selected  coun- 
tries continued  to  decline  in  1975,  but  at  a  reduced 
rate.
